Never, fora moment, 
did we see any evidence af poor 
morale; on the -other. hand, we 
continually found in them every 
evidence ‘of an army well-trained 
both at home.and in the field, for 
their work showed the results not 
only.of four years’ training, but 
of many years of faithful pre- 
paration for the tasks which wera 
‘thrust upon them. _ 
“With the British we served 
through .the furious task on the 
Ypres salient. and ‘later, with 
them, we went to break the 
Hindenburg line: Here, more 
than at any time before we saw 
the efficiency of the Australian 
artillery.
